In addition to 
the volunteers, there are 
now four full time firemen, 
including the chief, at the 
department. 

Durirkg his five years as 
chief, Embree has developed 
.several fire prevention con¬ 
cepts designed to provide 
better fire protection to the 
public. 

Among bis innovations, 

Embree installed arv elec¬ 
tronic radio-alerting system 
to notify tbe firemen of a 
fire. Each fireman now has 
a receiver in his home which 
broadcasts the news of a 
fire as soon as it is reported. 

All of the department’s 
ordinances, resolutions, rules 
and regulations wore written 
by Embree, who also draft¬ 
ed the fire prevention codes.

You would liave more of 
a chance of s:irviving a 
head-on crash Into the Great 
Wall of China than you 
would surviving a high¬ 
speed fall on watorskis, says 
Chuck Stearns, world’s fast- 
e.st man on waterskis. 

And, Chuck should know. 

He has had his share of 
painful injuries until he 
learned the art of falling. He 
survived a fall at 125 m.p.h., 
but broke 13 ribs and punc¬ 
tured a lung. 

Chuck, who is one of four 
waterskiing cihampion.s who 
call Canyon Lake ‘home”, 

•says the surface of the water 
is one of the hardest objects 
to hit, and if you don’t hit 
it right, you’re in trouble. 

"Water has no ‘give’ to it,” 
he said. “You can merge 
with it and let it clo.se over 
and around you, as In a dive 
off a springboard, but if you 
hit is broadside, as in a 
belly-flop, it really hurts.”

Calif. Tax 

Refunds: 

Automatic 


Under the .new California 
porso.nai income tax with¬ 
holding law, a refund will 
automatically toe issued on 
returns filed after January 
1, 1973, and which show an 
overpayment of tax. 

Martin Huff, Executive Of¬ 
ficer of the Fratvehise Tax 
Board, .noted that some tax¬ 
payers had evidently been 
misinformed and felt that 
they would have to file a 
claim before a refund would 
be made. 

“This is not the case,” said 
Huff. “The California system 
is similar to the federal 
system. If a return shows 
an overpayment, we will 
process that overpayment as 
a refund, .unless the tax¬ 
payer Indicates that he wish¬ 
es it applied as a credit.” 

It is .not necessaiy for any 
individual to file a claim 
with the Department of Hu¬ 
man Resources Development, 
as some sources have indi¬ 
cated, Huff said. This agency 
is responsible for collecting

box. "Whatever course they 
choose,” cautions DMV Di¬ 
rector Robert Cozens, “tlio 
important thing is to regis¬ 
ter soon; and hero’s why: 

"Right now. the .nearest 
DMV office is a good bet 
for fast service almost any 
time. Many offices have in¬ 
troduced ‘single line’ service 
which takes customers to 
the nearest free counter. But 
each passing day guarantees 
longer lines of customers. 
Even .now, lunch-hour lines 
are likely to be slow.” 

Vehicle registrations by 
mail are encouraged for un¬ 
complicated ro,newals. If 
motorists have a complicat¬ 
ed renewal picrblem, Cozens 
suggest that the transaction 
be accomplished personally 
at one of the department’s 
field offices. 

DMV clerks i.n certain 
metropolitan banks (a list 
was released recently) will 
handle only renewal cards 
which were mailed to the 
motorists, and cannot issue 
boat renewals.

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation.

Also their is direct advertising 
value tor the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuatlon of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately.

The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name.

It limits total ad valorem 
tax on pi-operty to 1.75 per 
cent of the market value for 
all purposes except pay¬ 
ment of designated type of 
debts and liabilities (bond 
issues previously passed and 
now a lion on the property, 
local, state, federal, etc.)

The People Must Know

There will soon be a drive in California to enact a 
tax system to finance schools and to make certain that 
each student, no matter what school he is in, or what 
section of the state he lives, is allotted the exact same 
amount of money for his education in the elementary and 
secondary school systems. 

This idea has always been the dream of educators 
and it got a lot of impetus when the California Supreme 
Court declared the property tax for schools was uncon¬ 
stitutional. The Court, in its decision said that children 
from poorer districts, with smaller tax resources did not 
get the same quality of education as children who lived in 
districts with richer tax resources. Therefore they were 
discriminated against. 

While on its face, and to the non-thinking, this argu¬ 
ment sounds good, and fair, in fact it is absurd. School 
districts all over the nation with less money per pupil per 
year to spend, outrank richer school districts in educa¬ 
tional quality and production. 

School districts all over the county who allot the 
exact same amount of money per pupil have some schools 
that produce far better education than others. This is 
true in the Los Angeles Unified District and many other 
school districts from coast to coast. 

While the Courts are now holding that the property 
tax itself is unconstitutional under the 14th amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States because its im¬ 
position violates the “equal protection” clause, these same 
Court’s have no business at all injecting a “snow job” into 
these decisions to confuse the public. Neither do they have 
the right to amend the Constitution. Only the people can 
do that. 

In the Serrano vs Priest decision, which Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Younger has announced will not be appealed, the 
California Supreme Court wrote a subsequent modifica¬ 
tion in which it attempted to empower a California Stale 
Superior Court Judge to determine when and how an un¬ 
constitutional ta.x law should actualy go into effect and 
the means by which it should bo implemented. 

No California State Judge has any authority at all to 
make any such determination. If any law is unconstitu¬ 
tional that ends the matter. Nor in this case, is it neces- 
.sary to extend the time for implementing the decision. The 
Legislature could write a constitutional tax law for the 
schools in thirty days. The Court should not try to make 
fools out of the people.

Blood Donor Month. Our hospitals now need 7 million 
pints of blood a year for surgery and therapy, says Dr. 
William Battaile of Washington, D.C., president of the 
American Association of Blood Banks, It is important 
that as much of this as possible come from voluntary 
unpaid donors — at least 80 per cent of it does with a 
saving to the American people of $100 million a year 
in medical costs despite the fact that only two to three 
per cent of those qualified by age and health to give 
do so.
